RUSSIAN HOSPITAL IN NICARAGUA 


Managua. A tent town In 
which Russian is spoken sprang 
up nearly one month ago three 
kilometres from tlie Nicaraguan 
town of Chinandega, in tho midst 
of thick tropical forest. Snvlot 
doctors and nurses live hero 
who work at Ihe hospital which 
was brought to Nicaragua from 
the USSR to help the citizens of 
this country which suffered in the 
raccnt floods. The tents also 
house an out-patient department. 
An in-patient section for 100 
beds has bean set up tn a nearby 
building which formerly housed 
a private hospital. 

Tho Soviet aid was Umely. Tho

In Ihe Chinnndega department 
and resulted in scores of wound- 
ed and in the danger of an epi- 
demic outbreak. Hundreds ol 
Nicaraguans have already vis- 


lied the hospital. Soviet sur- 
geons, therapeutists, otholaryngo- 
loglsts, as well as specialists on 
infectious diseases are on duty 
from early rnorntng til] late at 
night. 

Soviet pediatricians who 
started work Immediately on ar- 
rival, provided non-stop boat- 
men! for patients. Even before 
the hospital was opened, thoy 
had examined 170 Nicaraguan 
children. 

The Nicaraguan newspaper 
"Barricade'' writes: the Soviet 
hospital is a modaru medical es- 
tablishment with ol! necessary 
equipment. The Soviet doctors, 
however, provide Invaluable 
help: they work selflessly Bird 
disinterestedly giving badly 
iteorled aid to tho Nicaraguan 
people.

THE SOVIET COAL INDUSTRY 

Over Ihe sixty yeata that Ihe Soviet Union has been 
In evii fence the caat-mhrlng Industry, writes Dr Andief 
F Irlehka. Director of the Insritute ol Posslle Fuels, In the 
2NANJYE— SILA mopurine. 

The steel and chemical Industries remain the main 
consumers of coal. 

Using cout to produce Itaufd and gaseous fuel* holds 
out much promise. If is believed that coal-based syn- 
thetic fuel niff become quite compel Hive In the- I960- 
05 period by comparison lo oil motor fuels. 

Consumers ol coal are to be loirnd in every In- 
dustrial area In this country. It Is mainly used, how- 
ever, la the European part and Ihe geography of Ihe 
fields, leaves much lo be desired. Though Ihe. European 
coal slocks are comparatively small, the bulk ol coal 
prudui'tion. due to favourable historical, economic and 
gcngruphlLul reasons, is concentrated In this area. 

The Honris basin, for example, remains fhe conn- 
fry’s largest caal-p reducing area, accounting I or one- 
thud of the country's cool although geo topical condi- 
tions are much worse here lhan in the faraway Sfb- 
•thin IfrfiK 

Wo pin a Joi ol hopes on Ihe development ol the 
Kuznetsk busin whith has thick scorns rising lo the 
siirfncr in’ some places uixf allows tor open cutting. To 
do te Ihe bavin occupies srrorxt place in the muilty’s 
coni prorhiction, but in file near fufii/o production al 
Hiirnctsk Is lo go up slgniltcaiuly.

Marls Llepa is a Una “Intelligent" dancer whose 
talents encompass a great variety of rotes extend- 
ing ail the way Irom Ihe rumaoltc Prince Sieg- 
fried In Tchaikovsky 1 * “Swan Lake" to Crat- 
sua, the brilliant Roman warrior, tu Khachatu- 
rians "Spar lac m". Maris Is particularly loud of 
bringing literary classics to life on the stage: 
among hh literary personifications are Coiuii 
Vronsky and Karenin In Shchedrin's ballel of 
"Anna Karenina", and Parfen Rogortiln In the bal- 


let of “Tho Idiot" based an the novel by Do 
sloysYsky.
